NICAP maintains that UFOs aro' genwlno, If 
mysterious, objects, and that no ono has yet 
succeeded in explaining them nv/uy. Somo timo 
back, NICAP had lots of company. In 1DGQ 
alone, the Air Forco was deluged with 1.112 re¬ 
ports of strango smiccr-likc objects that, at 
v;u*iou« times, would hover -motionless, chango 
color*, interfere with nearby electrical systems 
and then dart away At tremendous speeds. A 
fow saucer buffs contended tho objects were 
space Kliips. Some even suggested thoy wore 
peopled by angelic creatures here to 6olve all 
our problems. •* , 


A Mysterious Disappearance , 

Then. myatcricu-Iy, the vehicles went away, 
a disappearance tljat followed tho release in 
19G8 of an Air Forc6*finnnccd study directed by 
Edward U. Condon, a University of Colorado 
astrophysicist. After spending two years exam¬ 
ining hundreds of reports, the researchers con¬ 
cluded . massive 1.4 G5-page report that most 
sightir.gs could be explained in terms of natu¬ 
ral phenomena, *uch a* weather inversions, 
balloons, bright stars, satellite purls, hoaxes 
and optical illusions. 

The Condon report urged ngalnat further 
aludy of the elusive objects, and a year lnlcr 
the Air Force folded its controversial Project 
Blue Kook, formed In 1018 to # ovaluato rancor 
n-pnrU. ft We only hud ono unidentified object 
for *11 of II**,o, M recalls an Air Forco spokes¬ 
man. *'And that turned out to bo somebody 
seeing a 717 for tho first time." . 

Whrro hnvc all tho saucers gone? The pho- 
nomonoh. and It* disappearance, can he traced 
to deep-rooted factors in the human personal¬ 
ity. avers Carl Sagan, director of Cornell Uni- 
i T*rsiiy‘* laboratory for Planetary Studies. 


T ‘Ex-UFO bcllovers have gone into astrology, I 
’astroprojcction, seicntology and other off-beat) 
cult* bccauso ’’the human desire to believe in 
something inyatical Is vei*y strong,”. says Er¬ 
nest It.

But hard-core enthusiasts insist it’s Just a 
matter of time before the saucers make a dra¬ 
matic return. A fow believe reports could pick 
up as early os August, when Mars will bo 
closer to tho earth thanat any lime since 1050. 
Somo others think the UFO comeback io a bit 
farther off. “They’ll munlfcst themselves at 
loast by next year’’ or so, predicts Gabriel 
Green.- president of tho hnrd-prcsscd Amal¬ 
gamated Flying Saucer Clubs of America Inc., 
whoso membership has plunged nearly 60% to 
about 2,GOO cince lOCBt •. 

• ’Tho saucers have been holding back be¬ 
cause • their inhabitants, visitors from Mars, 
Venus and oilier star systems, fear “they’d 
either be worshipped ns gods or feared” as 
concpicrorii, explains Mr. Green. But with U.S. 
problems proving intrnctnblc, "if* obvious 
onlv they" will bo oble to come up with solu- 
[ tions; Mr. Green expedts the extraterrestrial i 
creatures to make Initial contact with U.S, as¬ 
tronauts on a future moon trip. 

Then again, tho buffs expect UFOs to be 
around for & long timo, one outgrowth of n 
theory that assorts tho cxistcnco of another 
universe located very close to earth’s. “Only 
it’o invisible because it’s on another space-time 
continuum,” oxplnins Ivan Sanderson, director 
of the Society for the Investigation of the Unex¬ 
plained. "However, beings from this other uni¬ 
verse sometimes choose to appear hero physi¬ 
cally, which thoy can do by manipulating var¬ 
ious lime warps." 1 

NICAP derides ail thin ns bunk,' but never¬ 
theless refuses to accept tho validity of the 
Condon report’s • conclusions.

"Good Riddance!” 

A few authorities simply believe more time 
is needed to cxplan the nature of flying sau¬ 
cers. "For centuries scientists refused to be¬ 
lieve in meteorites,” anys Robert Hnll, n sociol¬ 
ogist at Uie University of Illinois In Chicago. 
He notes that in 1701 tho French Academy of 
Science went on record as denying that metco- 
j riles originated from outside llic atmosphere. 

• “Meteorites didn’t fit established belief-, so sci- 

• enlists denied their existence,’’ he says, adding 
1 that tho same could be true of UFOs. 

I Yet most experts seem relieved the phe- 
*nonicmm appeals over. "Good riddance!’* 
snorts Donald H. Menzel, a Harvard University 
. astrophysicist who has held for years that 
. there lire hundreds of natural explanations for 
UFOs, ranging from high-flying spider webs to 
reflections from ice crystals. “Tho whole thing 
was a great waste of time." 

Snys an Air Force spokesman: "There just 
never was any evidence these things were from 
■outer space, or represented technological de¬ 
velopments beyond tho range of present-day 
acic.ntlflc knowledge." 

No ono denies that pcoplo today are still 
seeing weird tilings In Iho sky they enn’t ex¬ 
plain. “Once the alert person seeing something 
funny would have turned in a UFO report." 
says Ronald RrnccwcH, a Stanford electrical 
engineer. “But people havo gotten more .sophis¬ 
ticated. Now they allribulo such a sighting to 
oomu natural cause, which it no doubt was.”

The nHcnlist who two years

Americans share his belief that 
,'thcy do not exist. 

! Edward P. Condon, a noted 
j physicist who directed an Air 
’ Force-supported study of uni- 
dcntcificd flying objects from 
1967 to 19G8, said here yesterday 
that there was evidence that the 
“hysteria over the flying sauc¬ 
er” was over. 

j "If you go into your neighbor- 
; hood book store, you’ll hardly 
find any books n flying saucers 
; anymore, not half as many as 
you will find on the equally silly 
, subject of astrology,” said Con- 
‘ don, now a professor of physics 
at the University of Colorado, 
Boulder. 

1 Although the V1S0.Q00 study 
*did not disclose any hard evi¬ 
dence of UFO’s, Condon said, 

, it did provide "an extraordin- 
* ary introduction to the errors 
and eccentricities of what people 
thought they saw.” 

"Hundreds of people said they 
saw little men looking out of 
spaceship windows when all 
they saw was a Russian satellite 
entering the atmosphere.” 

» Condon, wlio formerly caught 
at Washington University, em¬ 
phasized that the investigation 
disclosed that most waited one 
to two days before reporting the 
, existence of UFO’s. 

The physicist told an audience 
of about 100 at the University 
of Missouri in St. Louis that the 
investigation became a study in 
mass psychology. 

"All an investigator could do 
•.was to interview people on 
what they thought they saw,” 
Condon said. "And \vc all know 
the |ioor psychological reliabil¬ 
ity of depending on what people 
thought they 6aw. 

, IIo said that the proliferation 


of UFO stories began about 22 
years ago. "They were mainly 
funned by a popular, exagger¬ 
ated press.” which he blamed 
for the continuation of the phe¬ 
nomenon through the mid-lfICOs. 

In an interview, he traced a 
pattern of UFO sightings in the 
Harrisburg, Pa., area to one of 
the local newspajwrs that con¬ 
sistently emphasized 6torics of 
their alleged existence. "It had 
one kook reporter who wrote 
them and one kook editor who 
printed them/' 

’Remote Possibility' 
Despite his study, however, 
Condon leaves some room for 
doubting the conclusions of the 
14%-pngc report. 

"I think that there very well 
may be a possibility UFOs ex¬ 
ist. but only if you arc talking 
about the most outside likeli¬ 
hood or remote possibility.” 

Ho said .that the study could 
not completely disprove the 
alleged presence of UFOs just 


because it did not compile any 
hard evidence of their exist¬ 
ence. There were too many re¬ 
ports of UFOs to deny their 
existence, he continued.

of Blue Book nor the Condon Report has 
laid the UFO problem to rest, and a 
number of my scientific colleagues nnd 
J have become concerned lest data of 
(xilential scientific value he lost for 
want of n reporting center. As evidence 
llint the subject is still very much alive 
under the covers, 1 can cite not only 
my own personal mail which continues 
to contain UFO reports from reputable 
persons but also news-clipping services. 
The latter show an almost complete 
absence of UFO reports from urban 
dailies but a continued spate of UFO 
reports from small-town newspapers, 
where the editor is either less sophisti¬ 
cated, or less prone to be influenced by 
officialdom, or whoro ho may| have 


ately disassociated from the report and 
not used without specific written per¬ 
mission of the originator. 

It may be of interest to note, in pass¬ 
ing, that over the yeors I hove been the 
recipient of UFO reports from many' 
highly trained technical people and 
scientists. It is a gross but popular 
misconception that UFO reports spring 
from “ding-a-lings." A study of the 
record shows that such persons arc al¬ 
most entirely absent.

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Fear Of; Ridicule Curtails UFO

SANTA ANA - Unidcnlilicd 
Hying olrjocls are molted dai¬ 
ly throughout the United 
States, but most sitings go 
unrcpnrted, said a speaker at 
Saturday's UFO symposium 
at Saddleback High School. 

“People who see strange ob¬ 
jects In the sky arc usually 
afraid to tell anybody what, 
they've seen," said Itay Sand¬ 
ers, a special consultant for 
the Tucson-based Aerial Phe¬ 
nomena Research Organiza¬ 
tion (APRO). 

“They're afraid they'll be 
i' called nuts if they tell anyone 
they’ve seen a flying saucer. 

“But if oilier pcoplo will 
admit they saw something 
strange, well, then the reports 
come flooding in." 

|. Sanders, who doubles as a 
Costa Mesa aeronautical engi- 
, neer, added that loss of data 
; because of Qic fear factor was 
i hampering researcli into the 
i existence of exlraierrestriai 
(spacecraft. 

i Tlie sparse information on 
lh« aerodynamic capabilities 
of Uic so-called flying saucers 
is particularly perplexing to 
Sanders. 

Existing reports indicate 
UFO's probably can’t fly. 
Flying saucers appear to bo 
acrodynamically. unsound. 

“They can't act the way 


they do with propulsion sys¬ 
tems as wo know them,” 
Sanders said. 

lie explained that the blaz¬ 
ing speeds and tight manuev- 
cring capabililics that the 
starships have demonstrated 
in many sitings indicates that 
some sort of dual propulsion 
system must exist. 

“Some sort of gyroscopic 
principle must be involved in 
tlie way they can hover,” he 
said. “But we’ll have to catal¬ 
og more technical information 
before we can figure out basic 
flight characteristics.” 

Paul Smith, an APRO field 
investigator, said that prelim¬ 
inary steps are being taken to 
computerize information on 
UFOs so researchers can scan 
instantly vast quantities of 
.technical data. 

The cost of the computer 
project will top $150,000, said 
L.J. Lorcnzcn, director of 
APRO. He said the tax-ex¬ 
empt organization .will soon 
i launch a two-year program to 
finance the project. 

Before tlie information on 
unconventional aerial objects 
is coded and classified, APRO 
will conduct a series of sym- 
■ posiums lo explain new re¬ 
search on Uie possible exist¬ 
ence of cosmic travelers. 

Tho termination of the Air 
Forco S|x>nsorcd Blue Book 
project created a void in sort- 


ous study of the UFO ques¬ 
tion, Lorcnzcn said. 

Independent students no 
longer have a central clearing 
house now that the Air Force 
study has been abandoned, he 
said. 

The computer tie-up will 
link nationwide research into 
a single, massive study. 

Until it is instituted, the 
symposiums will allow UFO 
buffs a chance to hear of new 
findings, discuss UFO infor¬ 
mation, and swap siting sto^ 
ries.

WHERE HAVE ALL the flying 
saucers gone? 

The answer is that they haven’t 
gone anywhere, provided they 
were actually here. It's just that 
you don’t hear much about them 
any more. 

A few years ago, flying saucers 
were a subject before the public 
almost constantly, in newspapers, 
magazines, on the air and by word 
of mouth. 

This went on for nearly 22 years, start¬ 
ing in 1917, the year people started seeing 
things in the sky and running to the tele¬ 
phone to call their neighbors and the 
newspapers. 

More than 5,000.900 persons, according 
to a Gallup Poll, said they saw what they 
thought was a flying saucer or, to be 
more technical, an unidentified flying ob¬ 
ject. And 12,000 persons sent reports to 
Project Blue Book, the agency set up by 
the U.S. Air Force to investigate the phe¬ 
nomenon. 

AND THEN IT SEEMED to end. iust as 
suddenly as it had begun, in 1969. The end 
came with the Condon Report. 

Project Blue Book was a low-priority 
, operation with one officer, a sergeant and 
: a secretary. In 1966 there were rumblings 
I of discontent with the project, not only 
r from the public and people who were re- 
| porting UFOs, but from Capitol Hill. 

As a result, the Air Force assigned Dr. 
Edward U. Condon, a noted physicist, to 
1 make a full-fledged study of the whole 

• thing. He assembled a committee of sci- 1 
‘ enlists and, after spending two years and 

1500,000, the committee made its report. 

* They offered the rather sweeping opin- 

1 Ion that flying saucers were a sort of . 
postwar hysteria. Some people were mis¬ 
taking things for UFOs, others were just 
, imagining things. They decided that If 
there were flying saucers, they were not 
from another planet, and even if they 
were from another planet, they were no 
threat to our planet. 

For a time there was much discussion 
about the Condon Report, pro and con, 
but generally speaking the public and the 
media accepted it. The True Believers re¬ 
jected it. 

AMONG THE TRUE BELIEVERS was 
Dr. J. Allen Hynck. An astronomer and 
an Air Force scientific consultant, Dr. 
Hynek was in charge of the Air Force's 
Project Blue Book to receive and investi¬ 
gate the reports that were pouring in 
from all over the country. For most of 
about 20 years Hynek did what he knew j 
was expected of him, to provide simple ■ 
explanations of whot, even to him, some- ! 
times seemed the unexplainable. Ho 
reached, as he himself realized, tho 
heights of absurdity when he attributed a 
sighting by many people as being nothing 
but swamp gas. 

He himself had come to believe that, 
while many sightings could bo explained 
away as weather balloons, stars, air¬ 
planes, ball lightning and so forth, there 
wa» o residue of rune* Hint ho fell were 
to well documented and had linen ob- 


Dr. Hynek left the A.r Force project , 
and is now head of tho department of as- 1 
tronomy and director of the Lindheimer j 
Research Center at Northwestern Univer¬ 
sity. He continues to argue the case for » 
"true scientific curiosity.'* . j 

WONDERING, AS MANY may. what j 
happened to flying saucers, we went to 
the Public Library. We discovered that 
for many years, especially In the late 
1960s, unidentified flying objects had been 
a steady source of subject material. In 
1967, for example, there were 41 articles, 
pro and con, in recognized magazines on ; 
the subject. 

But then, after the Condon Report, In • 
l 19C9, nothing on flying saucers per sc. . 

' There have been two articles in scientific . 
journals, lengthy, detailed analytical stud¬ 
ies of the kinds of people who see flying 
’ saucers, their background, their education 
and their adjustment to the world around 
them. 

Have flying saucers quit flying? Do peo¬ 
ple no longer see them, or even look for 
• them? j 

Dr. Hynek came to St. Louis recently to 
address a dinner meeting of the highly re¬ 
spectable Aero Club, at the Naval Re¬ 
serve Training Center. The club is com¬ 
posed of flyers, flying enthusiasts, and 
people working'in aeronautical industries. 
They have open minds and are interested 
: in anything that flies, regardless of where 

it comes from. 

We had a talk'with Dr. Hynek, a short, 
soft-spoken man whq talks about flying 
j saucers with the air of a person who 
I would have preferred never to have 
opened this particular can of worms. But 
he has investigated a lot of reports and 
j there it Is. In his 20 years with Project 
' • Blue Book, there were too many cases 

i that couldn’t be attributed to swamp gas. 
The most important thing we learned 
from Dr. Hynck is that flying saucers are 
still flying — just as many and just as of- 
, ten as ever. The reason you don’t hear 
about them is that since the Condon Re¬ 
port, the case for flying saucers is closed 
.'so far as the Pentagon is concerned. To- . 
; day there is no official government agen- 
r cy to which people can report what they 
see. 

But what has happened is that today 
there is a large network of True Belicv- 
1 ers, from coast to coast, in big cities end 
little towns, carrying on the work. They 
j are well-organized and busy listening, in¬ 
vestigating and tabulating UFO sightings. 
Records are kept, and members ore reg- , 

I ularly in communication with each other. 

“The Condon Report," Hynek said, 

1 "seemed to close the whole thing. But if . 
you read the report in its totality, some¬ 
thing few people do with 937 pages of 
very heavy reading, you discover that 
they- leave a residue of more than 15 per 
cent of tho cases that can’t bo-explained." 

Although he hns listened to hundreds of 
UFO reports end Investigator! dozens, 
Hynck himself has never seen a UFO. 

“It is the contention of Dr. Condon, and 
evidently of the Air Force, that such un¬ 
usual experiences exist only in the mind 
of the beholder," Hynck said. "It be¬ 
comes more difficult to defend this view¬ 
point wlim several people say Uiey wit- 
; ncHsciJ the sumo thing. 

"For limlniim," lie continued, "to ac-

scarcely a scientific approach. Especially 
when the phenomenon was said to pro¬ 
duce various types of electrical Interfer¬ 
ence, such as dimming car lights and kill¬ 
ing engines. 

“When, under such circumstances, solid 
citizens with responsible positions such as 
teachers, airline pilots, police officers and 
so forth are told they merely misidenti- 
fied the planet Venus or a hot-air balloon, • 
they feel they have received cavalier 
treatment by official investigators." 

OnSperson’s delusions, Hynek pointed 
out, do not scare horses, cattle and dogs, 
nor do they stop cars, radios and televi¬ 
sion seta. 

Today’s reports. Hynek said, are better 
?. than ever. The reason is that many well- 
educated, responsible people will now re¬ 
port things to a private group that they 
i wouldn’t have reported to »n agency. 

• Fear of ridicule has kept thousands of re- 

• ports under wraps, Hynek believes. Pco- 
I pie who saw things years ago but 
' wouldn’t tell are now reporting what 
> they saw. 

\ That people are still curious about 
UFOs may be indicated by tho fact that 

• Hynek has more requests for speaking en- 
gagements than he can possibly fill. 
Twice heappealedto Washington, he 
said, to set up a new investigative agency 
with an open mind and an urge for truth, 
but with no luck.- "So now,” he said, "it’s 
up to the amateurs." 

What the amateurs can hope to accom¬ 
plish is hard to say — perhaps cumulative 
evidcnco whoso existence can neither be 
Ignored nor dismissed. 

One such amateur group, the only one 
In St. Louis, Is tho UFO Study Group of 
Greater St. Louis Inc. It has SW members, 
all of whom are "interested in resolving 
the mysteries surrounding the UFO phe¬ 
nomenon by combining their mutual tal¬ 
ents, research and Investigative efforts." 

They arc a serious group and no kooks 
need apply. They look into an applicant’s 
background, educational and otherwise.

These are APRO, Aerial Phenomenon 

Research organization, with 8000 mem¬ 
bers and headquarters in Tucson, Ariz., 
and NICAP, National Investigations Com¬ 
mittee for Aerial Phenomenon, with head¬ 
quarters in Washington. Even the Con¬ 
don Report describes them as "compara¬ 
tively sober associations of UFO buffs." 
Nobody knows Just how many persons 
‘ are involved in this vast network of sau¬ 
cer watchers. They are also tied together 
by an amateur radio network, and by an 
international clipping service that pro¬ 
vides news clippings about sightings all 
over ihe world. It is a monthly sendee, 
and for February 1971 it reported 61 
sightings. 

Director of the local group is John 

• Schuesslcr. an aerospace engineer at 
McDonnell Douglas Corp. He is a scholar¬ 
ly man, 38 year* old, and, lives in 
O'Fallon, Mo. 

»• "Why am I interested in UFOs?" he 
says. "I’m in the space program. All 
around you hear about things that arc 
doing things that we are trying very hard 
to do. Ask questions and you get no an¬ 
swers. I wanted to find out all I could 
about UFO reports and what they might 
be. If they are extraterrestrial, where do 
they come from and why and how? If 
there isatechnology behind them, I 
wanted to know what it is. We're strop- !

IF 5,0f>0,000 AMERICANS said that they 
had scon a UFO, or what.they took to be 
one, the percentage of people who have 
seen something seems to be higher among 
the. general public than it is among IJFO 
advocates. 

Then why their advocacy? Becnusc.they 
say, there are, among the thousands of 
cases reported and Investigated and dis¬ 
carded, too many that have been seen by 
reliable observers and never explained 
away, either by the Air Force’s Project 
Blue Book or by the Condon Report. 

Schucssler has seen one. It was in 1918, 
he related, when he was 15 years old. He 
and his parents were driving from Spring- 
field, 111., to Decatur and the time was 
. sunset. 

"I was gazing out the window of the 
' back seat when a huge ball appeared," he 
'' recalled. "It was radiating all kinds of

, . WHEN HE AND IIIS parents arrived In 

. Decatur they mentioned it to other people 
and discovered that hundreds of people 
. had seen it in the Decatur area. But they 
didn’t call the newspaper, nor did they re- 
j port it to any agency. 

, Like just about everybody, Schuesslcr 
. said, they were afraid of public ridicule. 
After all, that was 1918. Of the 5,000.000 
UFOs seen, according to the Gallup 
Poll, only 12,000 were reported to Project 
Blucbook in almost 20 years. 

Nobody with any standing In his com¬ 
munity wants to be labeled a nut, mem¬ 
bers of the group say, and even now 
people who arc coming forth with re¬ 
ports of things they saw years ago don’t 
want their names mentioned. 


WHEN DR. HYNEK makes a talk these 
days, he usually winds it up by asking 
anyone in the audience who has teen 
what he thought was a flying object and 
never reported it to raise his hand. At 
the Aero Club meeting six persons raised 
their hands. They were asked to meet 
with him later and tell their experiences, 
which they did. 

‘They wouldn’t have told me as a rep¬ 
resentative of the Air Force," he told m© 
later, "but they will tell me as a person. 
Nor would they tell you as a newspaper¬ 
man.” Which was why I was excluded. 

"Since there is no longer any official 
agency," Schucssler pointed out, "people 
have no one to report sightings to except 
organizations like ours. In this connection 
there seems to have been qnito n change 
of altitude, particularly among teachers. 

"DURING THE LAST six months wo 
have given lectures and led panel discus¬ 
sions at several high schools, colleges, 
Rotary and K i w a n I s clubs, Boy Scout 
groups, B'nal B’rith Youth Organization 
and the McDonnell Planetarium — groups 
that five years ago wouldn’t have con¬ 
sidered such a thing." 

Do flying saucers come from other 
planets? Are they peopled by strange lit¬ 
tle humanoids, some green, as some ob¬ 
servers have claimed? 

These questions are still open, but they 
will be among other things discussed at 
th© Second Annual Midwest UFO Confer¬ 
ence, to he held at Holiday Inn-North here 
June 12. The theme, aimed quite obvious¬ 
ly at Dr. Condon and his report, will be 
"Unidentified Flying Objects — Defiance 
j to Science." 

j So, even If you don’t hear much about

least the belief in flying saucers, is far 
' from dead.

, CLARE — "I don’t know if it’s a 'living saucer’ but it isn’t 
just our imagination,” Richard Reid, 18, of Clare said. "The 
only way I can describe it is that it is a “ghost light” that 
appears then disappears.” 

Reid and his brother Bob are two of more than 20 Clare area 
youths who have been watching and chasing the phantom light 
at high speeds for the past three weeks in a desolate, swampy, 
lover's lar.e area about two miles east of Clare near the US-10 
Expressway. 

Although several young people first saw the mysterious light 
hovering over trees in a wooded area near Herrick Road on 
the Clare-Isabella County line three weeks ago and have been

The mysterious object near Clare is the first reported phe¬ 
nomenon in this area since 1856 or 1957 when several Harrison 
youths reported seeing a "deer man” in a lover’s lane area 
north of Harrison. They described him as "A man with horns 
and hooves like a deer” that ran along side their auto at 
speeds of 40 or 50 miles per hour. 

The phantom light is causing a greater furor than the so 
called “deer man," who was seen hy only a few people. The 
object was first seen on the lonely, deadend, lover's lane road 
that has been dubbed "Fairyland” by area youths. "We call it 
“Fairtjiand" because so mans’ strange things have happened 
here,” one youth said.

In September, 1963, a large circular object with a glowing disc 
In the center was seen traveling over the Sunnyvale area at 4 
a.m. 

As the object gained momentum, witnesses reported that the 
object, which had previously looked like a penny on its side, then 
flipped parallel to the ground, giving the appearance of a 
saucer-shape object. The object reportedly headed over the area 
toward the Santa Cruz mountains. 

Forty residents reported seeing the object. Three of them 
were policemen. 

Twelve minutes earlier, the same object was reported over 
Lodi by several witnesses. 

Fact or fiction? 

A discussion on Unidentified Flying Objects (UFOs) was 
presented Friday night at Dc Anza College by Ted Chcnoweth of 
the Bay Area subcommittee of National Investigations Com¬ 
mittee on Aerial Phenomena (N1CAP). 

RESEARCH LACKING 

"Research in the area of UFOs is virtually zero," Chcnoweth 
commented, "but a corner has been turned and the right step 
has been taken." He was referring to the objectives of the 
N1CAP, which is trying to find verified evidence that UFOs 
exist. 

In the first part of Chcnoweth’s talk, he discussed the 
reliability of persons reporting UFO sightings. He stated that 
the subcommittee must investigate the reliability of the witness 
and then test the credibility of his report. If there are in¬ 
consistencies in a witness' report, it is discarded. 

Chcnoweth gave examples of UFO sightings which have been 
reported by pilots, policemen and other reliable witnesses. He 
also showed slides that witnesses have taken showing strange 
objects that cannot be identified. 

Several of his slides were examples of fabricated photo¬ 
graphs, which looked authentic but were proved otherwise by 
experts. One slide showing a saucer-like glowing object was 
identified by experts as a certain overhead light, often used in 
restaurants. 

UFOS CHARACTERISTICS 

Several characteristics of UFOs are studied by the com¬ 
mittee. The geometric shape is usually the most obvious trait of 
a UFO that is reported. Chcnoweth showed a slide of the nine 
basic shapes of UFOs that witnesses have reported. 

Other important characteristics arc color (usually metallic), 
motion (docs it flip, wobhlc, travel fast, slop suddenly?), sound 
(does it hum, whir, or is it silent?) and electromagnetic effects. 

One policeman reported a saucer-like qbjcct hovering 5,000 



feet above his car, casting an illuminous light over the car. The 
man stated that his radio would not work until the object finally 
took off suddenly and disappeared. 

SOME MYSTERIOUS CASES ^ 

'Chcnoweth staled that many of the reports arc hoaxes and 
mental aberrations, while other "objects" turn out to be 
satellites or other identified objects. "Other times, though," he 
went on, "there arc cases that we can’t find an explanation for, 
except that the objcct(s) could be extraterrestrial vehicles 
• under Intelligent control." 

According to Chcnoweth, the NICAP organization has a 
working hypothesis that UFOs do exist, but as of yet, they have 
not captured one to prove their theory. "All we have is 
evidence," Chcnoweth said, "that leads us to believe that UFOs 
are a physical reality of an unexplained nature." 

Chenowcth, a lieutenant colonpl in^he Marine Corps Reserve 
and a private pilot, is a graduate geologist specializing in 
research administration for computer applications. He 
currently lectures at the University of California, Berkeley. 

WHY AGENCY NEEDED 

NICAP, a joint sponsor of the program, is headquartered in 
Washington, D.C., and is a private, nonprofit corporation 
devoted to research of UFOs and related phenomena. It was 
founded in 1956 to act as an inlbrfacc between science and the 
UFO problem, out of need, said Chcnoweth, for a civilian agency 
that would assemble relevant evidence and make it available to 
the scientific community. 

. Chcnoweth describes the basic work of the NICAP as the 
reviewing, cataloguing, and follow-up, ns feasible, all reports of 
UFO sightings. Photographs, artifacts and other alleged 
material evidence of UFOs arc examined by specialists and 
given careful analysis.

of UFOs referred to the probers by the U.S. Air 
' Force. 

i (The report, while not actually denying the con¬ 
siderable UFO circumstantial evidence, nonetheless 
j pooh-poohed UFOs as a subjeot not meriting further 
scientific study. But a key Condon Committee inves¬ 
tigator dissented from the report, and the commit¬ 
tee's practices, and authored bis own report—UFOS7 
‘Yes!) 

A full eight per cent of the respondents to the

“We feel that this period may be the ‘full before 
the siorm’ if the predicted fall 1971 and winter 1972 
flap materializes,” APRO editorializes. 

. APRO, whose consultant board consists of 31 
scientists in 28 disciplines, has in part worked on 
the theory—shared by many “ufologists”—that 
credible UFO sightings tend to come in statis¬ 
tically and geographically traceable waves. 

Tile UFO research groups arc depending increas¬ 
ingly on local media and local representatives since 
the “official line” fully shared by Opiniopolis (sev¬ 
eral score blocks in New York City where the major 
news media and news syndicates are concentrated) is 
to downplay UFO reports. 

Such major groupings of sightings ("flaps”) were 
noticeable in 1947-1949, 1952, 1954 and 1966. A major ‘ 
one—that in 1952—involving multiple sightings over 
Washington, D.C., apparently stimulated direct CIA 
involvement in the UFO mystery. Earlier investiga¬ 
tive efforts by the U.S. Air Force (Project Sign, Proj¬ 
ect Grudge, Project Blue Book) bad been accom¬ 
panied by official statements alternately denying or 
simply downplaying a gathering mass of circum¬ 
stantial UFO evidence.

Rash of UFO 
sightings 
around Taupo 

OC Taupo 

There was a rash of 
reports of sightings of uniden¬ 
tified flying objects in Taupo 
last week. Almost' every even- j 
ing the Taupo telephone ex¬ 
change switchboard has been 
flooded with calls about the 
sightings. 

Most reports describe the 
object as n bright body, low 
in the sky, with flashing red 
and green lights circling it. j 

The sightings follow’ an ad¬ 
dress to the Taupo Rotarinns 
last month by Captain Rrucc 
Cathie, n firm believer in 
UFO's and author of the book 
“Harmonic 33." 

But DS1R technical officer 
Mr D. Dickenson, Wairakei. 
says the object is probably 
a bright star, 

Over the past few nights, 
the atmosphere in the Taupo 
area lias had n high moisture 
content, and this in turn can 
set up the simple process of 
light refraction, he says. 

This has the effect of not 
only splitting the light source 
into various colours, but can, 
at times, magnify and change 
the apparent shape of the ob¬

Sir, 

Sightings of UFOs at 
Taupo to date show points of 
similarity to those elsewhere 
in the world. This serves to 
confirm a genuine visit of un¬ 
known aerial objects as 
opposed to a product of the 
imagination and mass 
hysteria. 

We have three distinct and 
separate eases of utmost fear 
and excitement shown by 
both horses and dogs at some 
unknown and unseen terror. 
Animals have special senses of 
feeling or, in these eases, hear 
some sound of danger or 
warning not detected by 
humans, as in case of a silent 
whistle used in breaking in 
dogs, which I used myself 
many years ago. 

We have eases of humming 
noises or, as at Wairakei 
Village, a noise heard by 
many as of an engaged auto¬ 
matic phone. This was loud 
enough and directional 
enough to pin-point it to a 
tl. ,r O hovering over a Trig 
Station half a mile away. 

My investigations of the 
Ngatca-likc circles at Lilburn 
Station on the Napier-Taupo 
Road tend to confirm the be¬ 
lief that they are years old, 
and cannot with certainty 
link them with UFO landings. 
For our purpose they arc not 
connected with the recent 
flights. A suspected circle be¬ 
hind the Opepe Reserve in 
rough, rugged country is in 
this same category. 

Mr E. R. Marfurt, of Mere 
Road, an ex-military aerial 
observer, has already provided 
a plan of suspected UFO’s 
movements in the sky. His 
latest sighting was on the 
night of May 10-11. when at 
4 a.m. he plotted an object 
almost directly south of his 
own position. By 5.20 a.m. it 
had altered course in a 
parallel line to the cast, then 
took an almost right angle 
still easterly and away from 
his observation post. At 6 
a.m. clouds obscured further 
view. 

Mr Taxi Kapua watched 
three objects in direct line 
parallel and over I-akc Taupo, 
about west of his position. 
They changed position, the 
centre one showing definite 
movement. This was the pat¬ 
tern as described by many 
observers. All ■ observed 
coloured lights but no defi¬ 
nite body or outline was 
• visible, owing to the brilliant 
red, blues, greens and yellow 
surround.ing it. 

My own observations were 
fruitful. South-west of my 
position and over hake Taupo 
I noted one large very brilli¬ 
ant colour object with a 
smaller one 'in the vicinity. 


the larger and appeared to 
connect with it at the 
bottom. It then broke away 
again and moved out to the 
right when it made another 
attempt and eventually the 
whole thing looked like a 
sack of spuds. The time was 
about 10.30 p.m. and my wife 
shared views of it. We left this 
sight to view other parts of 
the sky. On returning it had 
disappeared completely. 

The many people who 
state that the objects they 
were watching suddenly dis¬ 
appeared like a light being 
switched off, were staling a 
well-known fact of world 
sightings. Here again it has 
been repeatedly pointed out 
that UFO sightings have co¬ 
incided with earthquakes and 
volcanic activity. This is very 
true of recent Taupo activity 
where Ruapehu, Ketclahi 
thermal springs on the side of 
Tongariro, White Island acti¬ 
vity and now, after hundreds 
of years, a belch of thermal 
gases and fuinerolc powder 
from Mt Egmont, long.' 
thought to be dead. 

It • is to be hoped that 
Taupo people continue the 
good work and watch the 
skies. Everyone hopes to find 
a flying saucer in their back¬ 
yards — or do they?

Taupo can expect visits by a number of unidentified 
flying objects over the next few weeks according to 
Auckland NAC Pilot Ii. L. Cathie. 


Mr Cathie has written n book 
on UFO's and he can predict 
fairly accurately where they arc 
likely to appear by using a 
mathematical equation he has 
worked out. 

“I am not surprised to hear 
of sigliings in the Taupo area.” 
lie told the Times from Auck¬ 
land. ‘‘In fact I expect there 
will lx* many more." 

Last week a single UFO 
was sighted on the Napier- 
Taupo highway and on Sat¬ 
urday night a number of 
people reported seeing an 
object hanging motionless 
over the Wairakei Valley 
from 7pm to midnight, 
j On Sunday two Taupo resi¬ 
dents watched an object over 
Acacia Bay through field glass¬ 
es. They reported it had red. 
green and yellow lights but 
they could not determine its 
shape. 

Mr Cathie said those colours 
were very common on the ob¬ 
jects. 

Later the same people, along 
with several others went for a 
swim in the thermal baths in 
Taupo. The sky was “littered” 
with at least six UFO's they said 
They saw one UFO over Ope¬ 
pe. where a sighting was made 
on April 14, two cast of Mount 
Tahara. one over tpe lake itself 
and another near Acacia Bay. 

“We are sure they are not 
from outer space, M one oX the 
party said. * Wc feel the! are 
man made, but would 1W to 
know what’s going on as we 
nave all been very sceptical 
about such sightings in the 
past.” 

The group preferred to re¬ 
main anonymous because of 
public reaction to the reports. 

Mr Cathie said sonic UFO 
sightings were nothing but 
hoaxes hut many were gen¬ 
uine. 

“The public is becoming 
more and more aware of the ex- 
istancc of UFO’s but there arc 
many people who still laugh at 
them,” he said. 

Mr Cutliie does not believe all 
UFO’s are from outer space. 

“A good deal of information 
points to the fact that many 
come from outer space but at 
the same time, many scientists 
know more about these things 
than they are willing to let on,” 
he said. “M.v aim is to get them 
to tell us what they are doing.”

While he was in the town two 
weeks ago to address the Taupo 
Rotary Club on UFO’s he flew 
over areas near the Napier- 
Taupo highway where five cir¬ 
cular markings had been report¬ 
ed in the scrub.

Flyjisc saucer* are in the news 
again,Uhls time in tho magazine 
of Uni Wenclil Lyntlarmerle Na- 
tionalr\ a fotpHwfilcI) polices the 
French countryside ant! , towns 
and villages of less than ten 
thousand inhabitants. The gend¬ 
armes are adjured in an article 
there to keep a sharp eye open 
for evidence of landings of flying 
saucers or other objects from 
outer space. Should such happen¬ 
ings occur they must take care¬ 
ful notes and If possible photo¬ 
graphs; infra-red photographs 
would be of particular value to 
record any radio-activity. Any 
debris left behind should bo care¬ 
fully collected and oilier local 
anomalies recorded. The general 
opinion appears to he in Paris that 
this is some form of joke. Certain¬ 
ly no such instructions have as yet 
been issued from the Prefecture 
or tbe Siirctd for the guidance 
of Paris agents, sergenls de viilo 
or other miscellaneous cops. 
However, the article in the maga- 
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zlne Is presented absolutely 
deadpan. 

It remains to be seen whether 
It will precipitate a rash of re¬ 
ports from credulous country 
cops. Certainly the flying saucer 
dies hard. The U.S. Air Force

How- 
over, the eccentric fringe remains 
remarkably unimpressed. There 
arc still people who bone or dread 
to see and talk to little men from 
Mars or Venus, Improbable as 
the climatic conditions recorded 
by space exploration on either. 
Jet alone other planets, make 
their existence likely to be. It is 
no doubt one of the more amiable 
types of lunacy.

Chamberlain said his atten¬ 
tion was first brought to the 
object by his neighbour*. To 
the naked eye it appearc*. as 
a long streak of flame. 

Mr Chamberlain used an 
astronomical telescope with 
a refractor of about 1J 
inches to follow the U.F.O. 
Through the telescope he 
could sec it ciuitc clearly. 

The object looked like a 
rocket plane emitting a trail 
of flame six to eight times | 
its own length. After main- j 
taming its height consistent-* 
ly the object disappeared in¬ 
to cloud on the New Ply¬ 
mouth side of Ml ligmont. 

The exhaust flame looked 
far bigger than anything a 
conventional rocket would 
produce, Mr Chamberlain: 
said. 


“It was so conspicuous 
that a lot of people must 
have seen it,” he said. 

Mr Chamberlain put for¬ 
ward a theory that the ob¬ 
ject could possibly have been 
an intercontinental ballistic 
missile. If this was so it 
could have originated from a 
submarine. 

Hie object was definitely 
not a meteorite as these al¬ 
ways travel at a faster speed, 
and never follow a flat 
trajectory, he said. 

The unidentified flying ob¬ 
ject was moving at about the 
same speed as a normal satel¬ 
lite, although because it 
must have been much closer 
would have been travelling 
slower.

scope lens Mr Chamberlain 
watt able to make an esti¬ 
mate of the object's size.

man of the Britis h UFO 
Research Association 
(BUFORA). 

According to Capt. Mac¬ 
kay the past two years 
have been spare times in 
the “flying saucer” field, 
ever since the Devonshire 
farmer’s sightings of “fiery 
wheels” which caught the 
imagination of the national 
Press. But Capt. Mackay 
is convinced — it only as 
a matter of intuition — 
that the time is once again 
propitious to the 
phenomena. 

"Interest is definitely pick¬ 
ing up once again,” he tcld 
the POST just after delivering 
a lecture — on “The Para¬ 
normal Aspects of Unidenti¬ 
fied Flying Objects” — to 
the Fifty-Nine Society of Ken- 
[ sington. 

Capt. Mackay believes that 
I ultimately the validity of the 
saucers (a word he doesn't 
i like) will be scientifically 
established. 

“The scientists are among 
those who are currently the 
most interested in UFOs," he 
said, concluding cynically, 
“and no doubt when their 
existence becomes accepted 
they will get all the credit.” 
t Capt. Mackay has nothing 


about him to suggest the 
"lunatic fringe”, and indeed 
he believes that this element 
of society has a tendency to 
gravitate towards Ufology 
fthe accepted term) and bring 
what is really a discipline, 
embraced by educated men 
who pride themselves on the 
ability to keep “an open 


into this looking and hoping 
for little green men we do 
our best to discourage.” he 
said. "We are none of us fana¬ 
tics — if anything you need 
an even more balanced mind 
than the normal.

unexplainable unless one 
thinks in terms of a highly 
sophisticated being * whose 
origins can only have been 
beyond our spheres.

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The latest theory on UFOs, 
which Capt. Mackay explained 
to the Fifty-nine Society, is 
that they may be visitors, not 
just from other planets, but 
from a "parallel universe" 
whose existence, say some 
scientists, accords perfectly 
with Einstein's famous Laws 
of Relativity. 

This latest theory has to 


do with matter suddenly ap¬ 
pearing in our Universe be¬ 
fore dematerialising through 
a “black hole” in space, back 
into its own “parallel” uni¬ 
verse. 

Already some astronomers 
explain the “collapsing star” 
of the Crab Nebula — credi¬ 
ted with radiating 100 times 
more energy than the sun 
despite a diameter that is 
only six miles across — in 
this way. predicting that it 
will disappear entirely 
through the "black hole”, 
without ceasing to exist; 

One believer in the "second 
universe” is Prof. Yuval 
Ne’eman of Tel Aviv Univer¬ 
sity. Cap:. -Mackay accepts bis 
posit of this second universe 
as a possible explanation of 
the UFO phenomenon. v 

And he can quote many' 
other authorities, some o f 
them quite famous, whose 
"open mindedness” should 
shake the ordinary man from 
his unquestioning scepticism. 

As chairman. Capt. Mackay 
is mainly concerned with the 
administrative aspect of 
BUFORA. organising lectures 
and conferences. 

BUFORA concerns itself 
mainly with confirming and 
analysing reported sightings, 
from its approximately 300 
members throughout the 
Home Counties, and non¬ 
members of course. 

But even if one day it were 
established beyond doubt that - 
UFOs -never existed. Capt. 
Mackay will not be disap¬ 
pointed. “X am not a fanatic,” 
he stressed, "and I hope that 
people who scoff at the idea 
can say the same.”
